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Open Air Theatre 


The proposal to establish an open air 
theatre in the eastern section of Victoria 
Park has so captured the imagination of 
Edmonton people that there will be little 
patience with any prolonged dispute in 
city council about whether the theatre is 
to be built and operated by the Recreation 
Commission or by the private corporation 
that made the request. 

Such a development would be of tre- 
mendous interest and value to Edmonton 
citizens. 

It would have an incalculable tourist 
value since one of the compiaints made by 
visitors about Edmonton is that we do not 
give them enough to do and see. 

The finance committee has approved 
the scheme in principle and will so advise 
tonight's council meeting. But it did not 
reach a decision about who would do the 
developing. 

Thus the council itself will be required 
to decide between the request for a con- 
cession made by J. H. Ogilvie in behalf of 
a local group and the contention of the 
Recreation Commission that the city 
should develop the theatre and then rent 
it out to Mr. Ogilvie’s group. 

Past experience of the council's meth- 
ods leads one to fear that the bare sugges- 


tion that it should make a quick decision 
will send the matter fluttering around 
among the commissioners and half a dozen 
committees like a lone leaf in an Autumn 
“wind, 

Nobody cares very much who builds 
the theatre so long as it is built. Nobody 
cares very much who operates it so long 
as it is operated. ‘ 

But, as a matter of common fairness, 
the group making the proposal should 
have, we think, a chance to do the thing in 
their own way. 

If the Recreation Commission had been 
alert, the suggestion need not have been 
made by private persons but would have 
been formulated by the Commission itself 
long ago. 

But since the suggestion has been made 
by a private group, that private group 
should have credit for it and full support 
in its venture. 

But what citizens are worrying about is 
that the need to make a decision will cause 
the city council to play around with it until 
it is too late to do anything next year. 

That would be depiorable and unneces- 


sary. 
Council shovld deal finally with it 
tonight. 


Burn Those Brush Cuttings Now 


Alberta settlers would do well to heed 
the warning of the provincial government 
to dispose of their brush cuttings by fire 
during the winter months. 

The government's advice in this respect, 
given in a commendable effort to make 
even more stringent efforts to avoid bush 
fires in 1951, is rendered all the more im- 
—— by the announcement that the 

urning of brush may be entirely pro- 
hibited once the snow is off the ground 
next Spring. 

The forestry department’s determina- 
tion to restrict forest fires to a minimum 
next year is not only a laudable attempt 


to preserve Alberta’s assets, but demands 
the utmost public cooperation and support. 

Forest fires, federal statistics show, 
are more than 80 per cent preventable 
because more than 80 per cent of them are 
caused by sheer carelessness. 

The government can do nothing about 
fires started by lightning. It can do 
nothing to mitigate the hazards of an 
exceptionally dry season. 

But it can do a great deal to lessen the 
hazards caused by human recklessness 
and thoughtlessness. 

This the government has set itself 
diligently to do. 


Popular Science Is Spectacular 


It is permissible to wonder what re- 
putable physicians and scientists really 
think of the latest “discovery” which is 
supposed to revolutionize chest and lung 
surgery. 

This “discovery” is no less than a me- 
chanical heart and a mechanical lung 
which will permit surgeons to detour the 
blood stream away from the natural] heart 
and lungs while operating in these regions. 

So far the device sounds no more than 
spectacular while it may be admitted to 
promise a great deal—if it works. 

But the promoters of this extraordin- 
ary machine carry their hopes still further. 
The report of the “discovery” says 
this: 

“Tts first use probably will be to try to 
revive a person whose heart has stopped 
beating, one who is clinically dead”. 

Such a wild statement is an affront to 
intelligence.

As yet there is no evidence that 
either Britain or France is ready 
ip submit to Soviet pressure. But 
such a possibility, in the view of 
some delegates at Strasbourg, al- 
Ways exists.

Baptists Not 


Outlaws 

Editor, Bulletin—There seems 
to be much misunderstanding re- 
garding the Baptists arrested in 
Val d’Or for preaching the Gos- 
pel on the streets. From press 
and radio reports, it has become 
quite generally accepted that 
these workers are deliberately 
breaking the law, and should 
cease this phase of their ministry. 

Please allow me to point out 
the fact that there is no by-law in 
that town prohibiting street 
preaching. The arrests have been 
made on the ground that these 
“Baptists MIGHT become an ob- 
stacle to traffic.” At no time in 
the past twelve years of these 
meetings being conducted has 
there been any obstruction to 
traffic, so caused. They have 
never been a menace to traffic. 
The plausible suggestion, so re- 
cently offered, that it might be 
possible for these meetings to be 
conducted in one of the public 
parks, away from the congested 
streets, is only another attempt 
to convince the public that 
arrests had been made in good 
faith because of the traffic 
menace, 

The meetings have been con- 
ducted off the main street and 


around the corner on a blind 
street. Much has been made 
about conducting meetings in 


front of the mayor's home, This 
happens to be over a restaurant, 
When these workers have gone 
forth to conduct their regular 
meeting, quite often the police 
car has been standing nearby in 
waiting. Some of the arrests 
have actually been made while 
they were standing on a private 
jot near this corner. 

The amended traffic bylaw 
gives unlimited power to the of- 
ficers of the law in order that 
they might “STOP THE BAP- 
TISTS.” From responsible sour- 
ces, we learn that other church 
celebrations and parades have 
caused almost complete disorgan- 


ization of traffic, but all this 
seems to be ignored. The side- 
walks are often blocked with 


pedestrians near the liquor ven- 
dor, and places of amusement, 
but all of this is readily permit- 
ted. About the only “possible 
obstacle to traffic” troubling the 
authorities in this town is when 
a Baptist attempts to witness for 
Christ on the street. 

H a motorist drives his car 
through traffic against a red 
light, he is liable to a fine of 
five dollars and costs, or ten days 
in jail. If a Baptist stands 
around the corner on a blind 
street, giving out the message of 
life to a dozen or more listeners, 
he is fined forty dollars and costs, 
or two months in jail, and should 
he fail to pay the costs of the 
court, he must remain another 
éwo months in jail, 

These are just a few salient 
facts, which should be sufficient 
to convince most fair-mindéd citi- 
zens that this whole affair is one 
of religious intolerance and dis- 
crimination, The open air meet- 
ings may be over for this season, 
but in the meantime about a 
score of Baptists are behind 
prison bars in Amos, Quebec, 
where most of them must remain 
until next February. They did 
not obstruct traffic, and they did 
not use their religious liberty in 
a manner which interfered with 
the persona! rights of their fel- 
lowmen. They are really there 
because certain authorities in 
Val d'Or are determined to stop 
the Baptists from doing any ag- 
gressive evangelism.

Intensive Effort Can 
Cope With Dope Evil 


The dope or drug habit is a 
serious problem. The newspapers 
sometimes call attention to it in 
headlines such as “Bare Huge 
Dope Ring” or “Dope Sales to 
Youths Boost Addicts.” It was re- 
cently pointed 
out by a family 
court judge in 
one of the large 
cities that there 
has been a 25 
per cent in- 
crease in the 
use of narcotics 
among adoles- ; 
cents. Dr, Jordan 

The drug hab- 
it usually means a craving for 
one of the substances derived 
from opium, although cocaine and 
marihuana are also properly in- 
cluded among the habit forming 
drugs. In medicine, opium, or 
more often one of the substances 
obtained from it, such as mor- 
phine or codeine, are extremely 
useful because they lessen pain 
without causing unconsciousness. 
They have brought untold relief 
to suffering humanity. 


Symptoms 
Come Slowly 

Unfortunately, dope of this kind 
cannot be taken too long without 
producing harmful effects, and 
some people have used such 
preparations not to kill pain but 
because of the dreams and other 
pleasant sensations which they 
may produce. 

The symptoms of habit forma- 
tion come on slowly, The health 
may be little disturbed for a 
while but gradually the dose has 
to be increased in order to pro- 
duce the pleasant symptoms 

Once the habit has been formed 
the victim becomes mentally de- 
pressed and often suffers from 


vague symptoms in the stomach 
or bowels whenever the effect 
has worn off. This makes him 
seek the drug more and more 
often, until the confirmed addict 
is at the mercy of the wicked ped- 
dlers and dope rings. 

As the habit gets worse and 
worse the confirmed addict loses 
weight, develops a poor complex- 
jon, and is likely to become pre- 
maturely grey. He is irritable and 
restless when not under the in- 
fluence of the drug. His sleep is 
disturbed and appetite and diges- 
tion are no longer good. 


Addiction 
Road To Ruin 


Addiction to these dangerous 
drugs can develop at.any age. 
The most serious, however, is that 
which occurs at high schoo! age 
when some youngster seeking ad- 
venture is approached by a dope 
peddier and gradually led down 
the path until he will even steal 
in order to get enough money 
to buy the drug. No mercy should 
be shown to those who debauch 
the young in this way, nor to the 
powerful and wealthy dope rings 
which operate in so many parts 
of the world 

‘The dope habit should be avoid- 
ed but there will always be some 
who need to be cured. This is not 
easy but it is often done, The 
best treatment is usually given in 
an institution since the tempta- 
ons outside are often too great 
to be overcome, . 

‘This evil cau be mastered only 
by the effort and co-operation of 
4 great many different agencies 
and individuals including the 
medical profession, the céurts, 
the federal government, and num- 
erous and wide awake civic 
soups,

That is why I have never 
thought that Stalin and Co. would 
push the cold war to the point of 
outright world war, They are well 
aware that the Russian armies 
could sweep across Furope, the 
Oily Lands and the Holy Land to 
Suez. They could take over more 
of Southeast Asia. 


What Would 


Happen In Russia? 

But what would happen to the 
fabric of society in Russia itself? 
Apart from the disintegrating ef- 
fects of atomic warfare, what of 
the political warfare which the 
Western democracies would sure- 
ly organize everywhere in the 
Red-held zone? 

For years back I have taken 
the rap for saying that we had 
better “talk it out” with the Rus- 
sians and their Red Chinese al- 
lies than continue to shoot it out, 
by cold or hot wars. 

Now Mr, Churchill and, rather 
belatedly, even General Mac- 
Arthur, have come around to that 
same view, the latter agreeing 
that negotiation is better than 
shooting. 

But just a word of warning. 

It takes two to make a peace, 
but only one to commit a murder 
or make a war. 

If the other fellow wants to 
fight—you either have to fight 
or pay the price of not fighting. 

That latter is the terrible truth 
that a lot of wishful thinkers 


overlook.

RCAF Medicine School 


Tests Decompression 


RCAF has successfully com- 
pleted new decompression tests 
at its school of aviation medicine 
here. 

Two decompression chambers 
were employed. From one cham- 
ber air was exhausted to simu- 
late atmospheric conditions ex- 
isting at 60,000 feet. From the 
other conditions prevailing at 
20,000 feet were created. 

The question the RCAF wanted 
answered was: 

“What happens when the metal 
skin containing a pressurized 
high altitude cabin is punctured?” 


An instructor supplied the an- 
swer. 

He pierced the partition oper- 
ating the two chambers, allowing 
atmosphere from the “low alti- 
tude” chamber to rush into the 
near vacuum of the other. 

Although it was like dropping 
30,000 feet in an instant, Air 
Force officials said bodily effects 
from the sudden change were 
negligible 


Crews Wore 
Oxygen Masks 


Air crews in both* chambers 
wore oxygen masks, since without 
oxygen to purify the bloodstream 
the crews would fall unconscious 
aad die when flying at high alti- 
tudes, 

When the chambers were 
pierced the Air Force's new de- 
vice came into play. A simple 
aneroid barometer was activated 
by the changing pressure caused 
by piercing the chambers. It 
automatically sets in motion the 
oxygen-pumping apparatus. 

The crew remains , conscious 
and is able to get the plane down 
to a safer level.

Fishermen began dropping their 
nets through the ice at 8 a.m. to- 
day.. They must raise them before 
noon tomorrow.

Prices are expected to be high, 
as other whitefish lakes in the 
west are closed to fishermen.
